GARIBALDI AND HIS TRIUMPHS. 
The most interesting personal combination 
brought about by the war in Italy is tho truce 
~ between the bravest of Itali: a patriots and the 
Emperor of the French. It is known that the 
nomination of Garibaldi to the command of a 
volumteet corps was forced upon Coont Cavour 
by the democratic element of Piedmont, to the

In our excursion to Lexington, Ky., we ob- 
served that the Kentucky Central Railroad was 
miles, with broken rock. The reason given us 
was that there was no gravel suitable for bal- 
last on the entire line. The broken rock, pre- 
cisely in the form that is used for McAdamizing 
streets, possesses several advantages, as a bal-. 
last for railways which we should suppose 
would bring it into general use, especially 
where suitable reck is abundant and gravel 
searce. 

In the first place it makes a very substantial 
road will need little or no repairs till the ties 
rot, when they are very easily replaced. The 
road is entirely free from dust, as the banks 
are soon covered with sod. We have never 


enjoyed a more pleasant ride than from Coy- 


ington to Lexington. Another important ad- 
vantage, especially in an open country, is that 
cattle and swine will not lie nor walk upon 
the track; whereas if properly gravelled it is 
preferred by them for both. Serious accidents 
very often occur from this cause—sufficient at 
least t© warrant considerable additional ex- 
pense to ballast with pounded rock. We 
should suppose, also, that the ties imbedded 
in pounded stone would last longer than in 
gravel and clay, where they would be water- 
soaked for much of the time by the storms. 
We make these suggestions for the consid- 
eration of our railway managers.

Last evening we had a light shower 
with a south wind, but this morning it is more 
Corn planting still continues, both replanting 
and in new fields, It ia now well settled that the 
seed corn was generally poor, much more s0 
than Awas generally supposed, and what with 
vermin aad poor seed, some farmers are planting 
for the third time, in hepes of getting a good 
stand. The weather has been so favorable 
that a fair stand will be had. Oultivation has 
been well attended to, and with such steady at- 
tention to the corn field we cannot well fail of a 
goed crop. The limited breadth of the small 
grains will give time to do fall justice to this 

in this pert of the State, But little. new 
breaking will be done this season, while all of 
the old corners will come under the plow. We 
hear no further complaints of the chinch bug, 
and as it is “an ill wind that blows nobody 
good,” the late cold term has probably clicked 
their ravages. 

DIGGING FOR GOLD. 

We have, for some time) past, been quietly 

digging for gold, and with the brightest pros- 
pecta, we have taken several nuggets since the 
frost.came out of the ground. Yesterday, we 
obtained three pieces of scale gold, worth about 
a dollar each, Two weeks sinte we sold a nug- 
get of plate gold for $2.50, these specimens were 
at par, that is, they brought their full weight. 
Of several hundred dollars worth that we have 
taken, the alloy has been about two per cent. 
We have one man digging through a slough 
of several hundred rods with a view todrain our 
placer, but we make no attempt to reach the 
bed rock, believing that our gold lies within a 
foot of the surface. We expect to average 
average about $1.50 a day per hand, and, at the 
present rate of wages, we look upon this as a 
fair business—better than the average of the 
Pike’s Peak diggings. 
_ We have examined several gold tracts about 
here, and have no doubt of theimrichness. Of 
course, in our loose prairie soil, we cannot ex- 
pect to find large nuggets as the gold seems to 
be so equally distributed through the soil, but 
with a judicious outlay of labor we cannot fail 
succeed. 

P. S.—Sinee the above was written, we hear 
of a large number of farmers after gold, 
they are busy digging. You need not be sur- 


up, and that the placers will be pretty well 
worked this season. Gold must be abundent in 
this county in a few months, so soon as large 
machinery can be brought into use. We shall 
need much of the labor of the returned Pike's 
Peakers, to whom good wages will be paid. You 
had best have a column of advertisements head- 
ed “Outfits and Implements for the Great 
Placers of Central Illinois.” The demand will 
soon be large, and those desiring the trade had 
best make it manifest. Of course, revolvers 
will be wanted early next month.

CROPS IN MARSHALL COUNTY. 
Lacon, Iut., June 9, 1860

As the very existence of the financial eredit of 
the country is dependent on the growing crops, 
it is but natural that every influence that will 
operate either favorable or otherwise in regard 
to them will be noted both here and oe 
the keenest interest. 

There never was such a breadth of aeteo ed 
corn and wheat planted and sown in Illinois as 
the present. The farmer that has not forty to 
one hundred acres in corn, is considered a smal! 
farmer, indeed, and many have near two hun- 
dred acres. The same ig true of wheat, but 
probably not to so largean extent. Oats, bariey 
and rye werenot very extensively sown. The 
frosts of Friday and Saturday nights damaged 
the growing corm in some localities, whilst in 
others it is slight, but I think the warm weather 
and refteshing showers of to-day will bring it 
all right in a few days. [am told to-day by re- 
liable farmers, that the frost destroyed the win- 
ter wheat that is jast now heading out, but it is 
to be hoped that the damage is over estimated. 


There is a great deal of chess in the winter 
wheat which would have been a great k 
to the value of the crop had not the frost 


any injury. 

Some of the fields of on 
the ground, caused by defective seed, this gives
